LET IT BE SOMETHING REAL. 

The bill reducing the indemnities of members 
of the Manitoba Legislature from $1,800 to $1,500 
has been finally passed and assented to by the 
Lieutenant Governor. The saving will be about 
enough to pay one month’s interest on last year’s 
deficit. That will neither make nor break Mani- 
toba, nor sensibly relieve the load on the tax 
payers. If the Alberta members are minded to 
follow suit they should make the eut worth while, 
{n view of the fact that the Province has gone be- 
hind about four millions in the last two years it 
would be at least showing a disposition to repent- 
ance if they slashed the present indemnity of 
$2,000 per session in half. 


80 MUCH TO THE GOOD. 

If there is anything in that old proverb we are 
likely in for a rough time of it about the end of 
the month. There just isn’t any use trying to pre- 
tend that March came in like a_ lion, unless the 
allusion is to one of the circus lions which are 
reared on a ranch near Los Angeles and are about 
as ferocious as a house eat. Anyway, we have 
had about two weeks of delightful spring wea 
ther, at a stage in the program when almost any 
thing else might be expected. If we have to “‘ pay 
for it’’ later on, well, that kind of weather is 
worth paying for. Besides, the people elsewhere 
who have been getting the other kind have noth 
ing but the word of some unknown party to guar- 
untee that they are going to get any better treat 
ment than we do three or four weeks hence, 


IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 
The publie school board has decided to drop | 
domestic science and manual art from the high 
school course, and to discontinue the teaching of 
grade twelve work. The University will be sup 
posed to take care of the grade twelve pupils 
under this arrangement, while the girls cun learn 
their domestic seience and the boys their manual 
art at the technical school after four and in the 
evenings. The change, it is said, will save $20,000 
in salaries; though the board promptly proceeded 
to discount that financial advantage by deciding 
to provide free school books and hire another 
dentist and a couple more nurses, In any case 
there will be a saving of school time and space, 
which ean be devoted to the essential purposes 
for which schools are maintained, to the relief of 
distracted teachers and the benefit of over-loaded 
pupils. 


Senator Fowler, naturally a Conservative, says 
he would wipe female suffrage off the statute 
book, and would also restrict the male suffrage 
to property owners. There is no doubt that a good 
many of both sexes are allowed to vote who are 
not capable of voting intelligently, and a good

PNOTHER NATIONAL SCOURGE. 


In the ten months ending with January 585 
persons were convicted in Canada of illicit traffic 
in drugs.

TIME FOR A CHANGE. 

The record of the financial affairs of the Prov 

ince for the last year does not make very 
cheerful reading. In fact the one bright spot in 
the statistical document is a sum in subtraction 
which shows that the deficit last year waa $207, 
000 less than the one of the year before, As the 
present shortage amounts to $1,910,000, there is 
rt least ground to hope that in nine years more 
the budget may have been balanced and the an 
nual income and the yearly outgo made to coin 
cide, 

Whether that is a prospect over which the tax 
payer can develop much enthusiasm is doubtful 


For while the annual loss is shrinking, the differ. | 


ence is not caused by reduction of expenditure 
hut by more serious raids on the pockets of the 
public. Thus last year the expenditure against 
income was $11,235,000, compared to $10,605,000 
for the previous year; an increase of more than 
%600,000, The deficit was only kept from increas 
ing by a corresponding sum because the amount 
taken out of the taxpayers was some 00,000 
more than the year before, At that rate of going 
if the budget is to be balanced ten years hence the 


taxpayers will at that time have to pay about | 


$4,000,000 per year more taxes than they do now, 


But in candor it has to be admitted that we 
rot through the year a good deal better than we 


lad any reason to expect. A year ago it was! 


estimated that the revenue of the Provinee for 
1922 would run to $14,474,000. That was a wild 
guess. The year before the income had been less 
than $8,500,000. To suppose that under the pre 


vailing conditions any scheme of taxation could | 
be devised that would extract $6,000,000 more 


than that out of the taxpayers in 1922 was optim 
istie to the point of being absurd. They simply 
didn’t have the money and couldn’t possibly pay 
it. However, the Ministers said they thought they 
could, and the Legislature gave them the benetit 
of the doubt and passed a spending program that 
would get away with the $14,474,000 and $278,000 
besides; a grand total of $14,747,000. Had that 
program been carried out we should have wound 
up the year $5,447,000 to the bad. It ean be hoped 
that the revenue for the coming year will be fore 
casted, and the expenditure planned, in a some- 
what less sanguine frame of mind. 

As a result of these two years operations the 
Province is $4,000,000 behind in its current ac 
count. Against this of course are arrears of taxes 
of one kind and another. What these arrears are 
worth is problematical. That they will all be 
collected eventually is not by any means probable, 
If the Province ultimately gets half the amount 
it will come out better than cities which have had 
to resort to legal action to get in back taxes. In 
eny case, for the meantime, there is four mil 
lion more of public debt than was intended or has 
been provided for. As the money has been spent 
interest has to be paid on it. The more interest 
has to be paid the less likely that either principal 
or interest on the arrears will ever be paid into 
the treasury, and the stronger the probability 
that sooner or later the deficit will have to be 
capitalized and made a permanent ebarge upon 


14 
ihe taxpayers. 


All this, of course, refers to current account 
alone. How much of the $12,000,000 capital ex 
penditure which the Legislature authorized a 
year ago was really made, and what proportion 
of it went into revenue-earning utilities, will 
doubtless be explained when the budget speech is 
made, Whatever proportion was borrowed for 
other purposes represents an addition to the fixed 
charges of future years equivalent to the interest 
and sinking fund instalments 

This situation is surely serious enough to 
cause the Government and the Legislature to 
come down out of the clouds and face conditions 
as they exist. Optimism is one thing, but heedless 
and headlong prodigality is another. And_ it 
begins to look as though there was failure on the 
part of Ministers and members to sense the facts 


behind at the rate of two million dollars per year 
on current account, besides adding to its deben- 
ture indebtedness for the construction of perman- | 
ent roads, bridges, and other capital expenditure.
